Castro in a letter dated Jan. 


29. 


When calculating the 
sewer capacity, Castro 
stated in his letter that the 
figure provided by the vil- 
lage was simular to the one 
presented in the Water Ef- 
ficiency Study prepared by 
consultants Totten Sims 
Hubicki Associate several 
years ago. He did note that 
average daily flows in the 
system have increased over 
the last three years, which 
resulted in an increased per 
capita flow, therefore de- 
creasing reserve capacity.

sewer lagoon project

Madoc Village Council 
has approved a project 
that could increase the ca- 
pacity of the current sew- 
age lagoon system. 

During a regular council 
meeting on Tuesday, coun- 
cil decided to approve a pro- 
posal by Groundtrax Inc. 
of Bnghton to complete a 
lagoon opumization through 
sludge management. 

In a letter to council, 
Groundtrax stated it would 
perform a lagoon gnd to 
determine the current sludge 
volume and lagoon capac- 

- ity, sample and analyse 
sludge for (metal) only, to 
determine disposal to land 
of Composting, assess op- 
erational efficiency of cur- 
rent lagoon system, labora- 
tory analyticals, drying bed 
option included with con- 
struction details, review 
current operations and man- 
agement, determine lagoon 
capacity demand§ and pro- 
vides information regard- 
ing installation of single cell 
aeration. The company 
states in its letter that single 
cell aeration is an economi- 
cal method of doubling la- 


gooncapacily. if determined 
necessary forlong term plan- 
ning i.c. industry develop- 
ment necds or population 
growth demands. The 
project has a price tag ot 
$3,800. plus tax. 

in an explanation of the 
drying: bed option, Reeve

World Day of Prayer 
on March 7 


In 1990. when Korea 
was chosen to write the 
World Day of Prayer Serv- 
ie for 1997, there was a 
hope that the order of wor- 
ship would be prepared 
jointly by women of both 
North and South Korea. 
That hope was linked to a 
commitment made by the 
churches of Korea that the 
50th anniversary of the end 
of the Second World War 
would be commemorated 
as aJubilee of Reunification 
as described in Leviticus 25 
“you shall proclaim liberty 
throughout the land to all its 
inhabitants, you shall retum, 
everyone to your family” 
Jubilee is a special year 
when the captives are freed, 


debts ure forgiven, and there. 


is peace and healing. 1995 
was Korea's Reunification 
Jubilee Year, 50 years after 
the division of the country 
into TWO Paris. 

This not-yet-fulfilled 
hope tor reunification ts the 
context in which the World 
Day of Prayer committee of 
South Korea took up the 
theme “Like a Seed Which 
Grows into a Tree”. 

When the Second World 


War ended, the leaders of 
the Allied powers, at the 
Yalta Conference divided 
Korea at the 38th parallel. 
This gave the U.S. the power 
to oversee the government 
of the North. Therefore, the 
political and military strug- 
gle and dispute has contin- 
ued in Korea for the last 50 
years. 

The division of Korea 
causes much pain and hard- 
ship for all Koreans. There 
is always political tension 
and the excessivé defence 
spending by both Koreas 
takes money away fromthe 
people's welfare. 


In this year’s service, the 
liturgy describes the history 
of painful and laborious 
lives of Koreans. They sin- 
cerely ask all who partict- 
pate in the World Day of 
Prayer to pray for them. 

This takes place on 
March 7, at 1:30 p.m. at St. 
Peter's Presbyterian

Clemens, a returned mis- 


sionary from Milawi, as’

munity, touching on issues 
like international trade lib- 
eralization, the huge role 
agriculture plays within the 
Canadian economy and the 


forces of change that will 
challenge the industry inthe 
future. “ 
The retail value of food 
produced in Canada last 
year was $75 billion, Mr. 


Vanclief reminded the au- _ 


dience; a figure that repre- 
sents nine per cent of the 
country’s gross domestic 
product. 

With the agn-food in- 
dustry responsible for 15 
per cent of the Canadian 
workforce (1.8 million), it 
plays.a key role in strength- 
ening the Canadian 
economy, he pointed out. 
adding opportunities in the 
industry are clearly linked 
to trade. 

In the past ten years the 
trend towards trade liber- 
alization has underscored 
changes within the indus- 
iry, Mr. Vanclief said. 

“All this change has re-

ADF (acid détergent fi- 
bre) is now a routine stand- 
ard forage analysis. The 


difference between ADF . 


and NDF (neutral detergent 
fibre) has been thought to 
be hemicellulose. 

Agri-Food Laboratories 
examined “scissor cut” data 
for pure alfalfain 1995, and 
second, third, and fourthcut 
samples tested in 1996, and 
found that the difference 
between ADF and NDF was 
only 3 to 4 points. 

A more normal value 
would be 10 to 15 per cent. 
The reason for the. small 
difference is likely due to 
pectin, a carbohydrate that 
contributes ‘to cell strength 
and is readily digesuble. 

Conventional analysis 
for ADF has incorrectly 
associated the pectins with

A new laboratory proce- 


dure has been developed to — 


correct this problem: Un- 
der the new procedure, the 
sample is digested in NDF 
soluuon, which dissolves 
the pectin from the sample 
and gives an NDF value. 


The ADF digestion is 
then run on the NDF resi- 
due, which has already had 
the pectin removed. This 
has resulted in truer 
hemicellulose, cellulose 
and lignin values but. has 
reduced ADF values by 3 to 
4 points. 

Agri-Food Laboratory in 
Guelph and Central Lab 
Service in Strathroy are rou- 
tinely using this new analy- 
sis. Since ADF is used to 
calculate energy values, this

If yields aren't up to 
snuff, alfalfa varieties don't 
make it into the 1997 forage 
crop variety performance 
brochure. 

But forage quality claims 
are another story. Growers 
have to know what they are 
looking at to make an in- 
formed decision about the 
seed they will plant on fields 
they plan to harvest forage 
from for three or four years. 

First, check the alfalfa 
chart. Under the heading 
“Quality Potential”, many 
of the 70 approved varieties 
are marked with a “u’’. That 
means the variety hasn't 
been tested for quality. This 
isn’t a reflection on the for- 
age quality; it’s just that test- 
ing costs the variety ’s spon- 
sor an extra $1,200 or so. 

Many varieties have 
been on the registered list 
for years and their sponsors 
aren't bothering to have 
them retested for one rea- 
son or another. 


The 13 approved vane- 
ties that have been tested 
are rafed on a star system. 

Two stars means the 
vanety meets the same qual- 


’ ity standards as the check 


varieties of Arrow, 120 and 
Saranac. One star means 
quality is significantly 
lower. 


Growmark’s — Inc,’ 


- Centunon, forexample, has 


been a good yielding vari- 
ety for ‘eight years. But it 
ranks below the standard'in 
terms of quality on samples 
taken for test plots across 
the province in recent years. 

Three stars means the 
vanety’s quality is signift- 
cantly higher. So. much so, 
farmers should consider 
growing it because testing 
shows it likely has higher 
feed value for cattle and 
sheep. 3

these varieties are, growers 
should turn to another page 


in the braghure to a chart 
entitled Quality Potential of 
Alfalfa Vaneues. 

On the left colunwiun- 
der NDF. growers should 
be looking for a number 
lower than 1,000 for a su- 
perior vanety, On the night 
side, under digestibility. a 
number higher than 1.000 
is better. 

Farmers many find 1 
hard to understand that a 
lower number is better, but 
this figure is an indication 
of fibre. A lower NDF ts 
desirable: it means there ts 
less fibre and cattle and 
sheep will increase their 
intake. 


In Ontario, there are four 
vaneties now registered that 
are deemed to have supe- 
rior quality characteristics. 
They are: Northup King 
Seeds"; Legend 2 and En- 
core; Bishop Seed’s Fore-

Riding: 


Techniques

During any snowmobile 
ride, you Il encunter vari- 
ous circumstances that re 
quire special riding tech 
niques. To my knowledge 
there is no formal hands-on 
course for these methods 
other than the school of hard 
knocks 

Slush Monster: Unless 
you re able to avoid riding 
frozen lakes and rivers alto- 
gether, one day the slush 
monster will call yourname. 
Slush i$ formed whenalayer 
of water sandwiched be- 
tween ice and insulating snow 
doesn't freeze. The result- 
ant soupy morass is buried 


under an inviting blanket of 
unbroken snow that lures 
the unwary. Once stuck there 
is probably no quick cure 
except brute force. But 
there's how to avoid that 
consequence: Don’t ride off 
into the powder to play - 
stay on the hard-packed and 
marked trail crossing. If the 
sled ahead hits slush, keep 
on your throttle and steer a 
parallel course, not the same 
track. Shift your body 
wetght ferward on the seat 
as much as possible and 
don’t let off the throttle. If 
you Start bogging down, be 
prepared to stand and use 
the handlebars to rock the 
machine from side to side to 
try to keep the track turning 


freely. If you do get stuck, 
you ll quickly appreciate the 
need for waterproof boots! 
HillC limbing=Even the 
most benign looking ascent 
can prove tricky, especially 
if the spinning tracks of pre- 
vious sleds have polished it 
hare-Assess your route pnor 
to climbing, because once 
committed, the opportunity 
for course corrections 1s lim- 
ited. If it’s centre-bare, pick 
aside, « hichever appears to 
have the most traction points 
remaining or the fewest ex- 
posed rocks. Build up your 
momentum with a good run 
at it under steady throttle, 
but stay in eontrol. Shift your 
weight as far back over the 
track as possible for greater 
traction and be prepared to 
jump or rock the back endif 
it starts to slip. Take the 
ascent one sled at a time, so 
each has an unobstructed 
climb and clear the hill bot- 
tom in case one sled back- 
slides out of control. The last 
riders in your groupare more 
likely to get stuck because 
those ahead have inflicted 
more damage to the slope - 
common courtesy dictates 
that first ups should walk 
back to help. But park your

Hill Descent: Getting 
down can also bd problem- 
atic. especially if it's anicy 
Slope that others have re- 


ently had trouble climbing 

-a good time forstuds. Again. 
choose ‘the frost covered 
course possible, but lay off 
the brakes. On descent, lock- 
ing up the brakes will cause 
the back end of your sled to 
start coming around and it 
could end up flipping onto 
the side. If you must brake, 
use short. sharp taps on the 
lever to slow your momen- 
tum without lock up. Tempt- 
ing as it is when cresting 
hills, always try to get a 
quick glimpse down before 
hurtling off into oblivion. 
And stay on the right side of 
the trail and keep your feet 
in! 

Sidehilling: I've seen 
several snowmobilers in 
Ontario roll theirsleds down 
the sides of gullies orditches 
as they tried to traverse 
across the slope face. The 
trick is to be prepared prior 
to entering the slope by plac- 
ing both feet on the uphill 
side of the running board 
and leaning uphill tocounter 
balance the slope incline. 
Since the iricline will also 
tend to pull your skis in a 
downhill direction, keep a 
lock on the handle bars to 
maintain steering control. 

Ice Crossing: 
Snowmobiles without studs 
are very prone to loop-de- 
loops on glare ice. Snowless 
crossings are hard on your 
undercarriage and liquid 
cooling. The only safe way is 
very slow and easy -enough 
to maintain steady momen- 
tum, but not enough to bring 
much centrifugal force into 
play if you spin out... 

Cornering: It's impor- _ 
tant to slow down and stay 
to the right on every corner. 
By leaning to the inside of 
the corner, you can shift the 
balance to make your sled 
turn better. I’ ye discovered 
that pulling of the handle 
bars with the inside arm while 
simultaneously pushing 
away from my shoulder with 
the outside arm puts more 
Strength into my steering 
and allows atleastone of my 
arms to be locked at full 
extension on the sharper 
turns. Carbide runners make 
cornering much easier too.

nod. Some of the questions 
follow: 

Trumpet Vine: How 
long does it take to bloom? 
it should bloom by the third 
vear_ If not, check to see if it 
isinfull sun. Den't water or 
ferulize too heavily, and if its 
branches have been frozen 
to ground level, give it a 
year to recover 

Sunflower: How do you 
dry the heads successfully? 
For bird seeds, pick the heads 
when very dry. Hang inva 
dry, well-ventilated place to 
prevent mildew ; 

For Dried Flowers: Pick 
smaller heads and hang up- 
side down or place head 
upright on a cardboard disk, 
the size of the flower; place 
a similar disk with,a hole in 
the centre fof the raised seed 
head; then press under a 
weight. Petals will dry flat. 
Aircirculation is necessary. 

African Violets: Plant 
in a loose soil mixture that 
includes perlite, vermiculite 
and peat moss, or use Magic 
Soil. Propagation may be 
from leaves or from sections 
of leaves and stems cut from 
the crown and potted. Vio- 
lets prefer filtered light in 
east or north windows. 

Geraniums: Some 

" plants are wintered by hang- 
ing them upside down in a 
cool area. Cut these plants 
back in late February or 
early March and repot. A 
fertilizer with higher num- 
bers for second and third 
ingredients will promote 
strong root growth. Place 
plants under lights or in a 
sunny window. 

Rubber Plant: How do 
you propagate it? Use a leaf 
and a heel of the stem. Pot 
and place under plastic.

Comet Hale-Bopp 


by Jeanette Seaborn 


During Marchand April, 
there will appear one of the 
sky's most amazing events: 
a second comet in just two 
years. The comet's name is 
Hale-Bopp, for the two men 
who discovered it. 

The comet now appears 
in the sky after midnight, 
but is rising earlier every 
night. By mid-March, it 
should be appearing in the 
night sky. On March 22, 
Comet Hale-Bopp makes its 
closest approach toearth. If 
you look to the northwest, 
just above the horizon, the 
comet should be visible. 

It is expected that the 
comet will become very 
bright as it nears the Earth 
and the Sun. The tail should 
be easily seen from almost 


anywhere, but dark skies. 


(preferably out-of-town) 
will show more of the tail. 
Comet Hale-Bopp will 


also pass by many objects 
in the sky, including stars 
and galaxies. Night after 
night, the comet will move 
higher in the sky. 

All that 1s needed to see 
the comet ts a clear night 
sky. few outside lights (the 
more outside light, the less 
you will be able to see), and 
a g0od view to the north and 
northwest. Binoculars or a 
telescope will also help you 
see more of the comet, but 
aren't necessary. 

To be able to see how the 
night sky and Comet Hale- 
Bopp change over time, all 
you have to dois go outside 
on any clear night. This way 
you will be able to learn 
where the stars are, and you 
can easily see the comet 
when it rises above the ho- 
rizon. 

In addition to the comet, 
there will be another sight 
to see.on March 23 and 24: 
a partial lunar eclipse (when

The moon can 
appear nearly black to red 
to orange during a lunar 
eclipse, depending on what 
is in Earth's atmosphere at 
the time. You can compare 
the color of the moon to 
Mars, which is rust-colored. 

An eclipse and comet 
appearing at the same time 
is a very rare occurrence, so 
it would\ be worthwhile to 
get out and enjoy this event. 
Afterall, Comet Hale-Bopp 
won't reappear in our sky 
for about another 4,000 
years,

With the 
problems of winter kill in 
the winter wheats, one must 
look to a spring cercal to get 
cereals mto the rotation. 

There has been a consid- 
erable amount of work done 
on the effect of rotation and

One cauuion, though: Do 
not plant wheat following 
corn because of disease 
problems.

‘Farm-related i injuries and fatalities 
studied by Farm Safety Association 


During the 15-year period from 1980 to 1994, the 
Ontario Farm Safety Association (FSA) documented 
86 farm work-related fatalities to children under the 
age of 16 years in the Province. These fatalities 
involved children who were in the workplace while 
farm work was being performed. During 1984 to 
1992, a Queen’s University research group identified 


24 additional farm fatalities to Ontario children of the 


same ages, the majority of which did not involve 
farm work. In addition, between 1985 and 1991, the 
Queen’s group identified 262 hospitalized injuries to 
Ontario children that were caused by agricultural 
machinery, This report provides basic information 
about the nature of these deaths and injuries, which 
occurred both on family farms and on the operations 
of agricultural employers.

Council ponders computer 
request from police committee 


Upgrade will 
enhance police 
presence in 
town

Norwood - The Nor- 
wood-Asphodel Police 
Committee has asked Coun- 
ciutohelpfunda computer 
upgrading initiative to match 
efforts by the OPP as 1 
upgrades ils overall system. 

The local community 
policing comnutiee has been 
working with the OPP in 
establishing exactly what ts 
needed to improve the 386 
system which ts currently 
being used by police offie- 
ers in Norwood. 

The key is the ability to 
match the software the Ka- 
wartha Detachment head- 
quarters will use. This would 
require a more powerful 
computer and a Windows 
95 operating system. 

The OPP is also strongly 
recommending that com- 
munity police officers, like 
the one in Norwood, adopt 
a two-line telephone sys- 
tem -- one for normal call- 
ing purposes and a second 
line connecting the compu- 
ter with the Dctachment. 

Commins «Police see- 
retary John Pénman says 
the OPP would pay tor the 
long distance charges while 
the basic local costs would 
be incurred by the village - 
- an estimated $291 36 over 
eight months. 

Mr. Penman also noted 


that the OPP licence for 


Microsoft Windows 95 and 
Microsoft Office does not 


cover community police 


offices so any program run 
on a local office system 
must have ts own leence.

The OPP, Mr. Penman 
said, is encouraging local 
community police commit- 
tees to seek support from 
within their communities to 
help offset the costs of the 
required upgrade. 

The Norwood-Asphodel 
Committee has received an 
estimate of $2,022.78 for a 
computer to fit their needs. 
There is a real possibility 
that this price could be fur- 
ther lowered because It is 
being used by a police serv- 
ice, 

All OPP forms are now 
on computer disks so a new 
system in Norwood would 
allow officers to go on line 
and complete all their pa- 
perwork from the Commu- 
nity Police office. 

“Perhaps the most ob- 
vious advantage of having a 
computer in our local office 
is that officers use the unit 
in the local premises for 
their official. law-enforee- 
ment purposes.” Mr. Pen- 
man said. 

“When the present com- 
puter reaches total obsoles- 
cence for linking. into the 
new, area-wide system. 
officers will have to do their 
reporting/researching else- 
where,” he said. 

This would mean time 
spent in another office do- 
mg the same work. Mr. 
Penman said. 

“This may bring up again 
the public perception of OPP 
invisibility.” he said. 

“We feel that previously 
prevalent perception has 
been scotched in the mean- 


‘time and we would not like 


to see it redevelop.” Mr. 
Penman ; ; 

“It i very important,” 
Reeve Doug Pearcy agreed 
of the initiative. 

He has already discussed 
the matier with Asphodel 


Reeve Rod Manley. and 
wondered if Dummer 
Township would be inter- 
ested in sharing support.

Continued from page 3-A 
trail and basically, | 
wouldn't want to wear one. 

So, tell them then and 
there you want something 
different. Neopream makes 
a great girth. If they have 
one, don’t accept anything 
else. 

Lastly. check the under- 
side of the saddle. What 
does jhe untnushed leather 
look hike? Does it look like it 
has been worked with any- 
thing, or is it dry and “pa- 
pery’? This. usually means 
cheap quality. 

Feel the fleece part for 
bumps, loose nails, sharp 
points, loose stitching. A 
saddle that fits properly 
shouldn't-need a pad, blan- 
ket. etc. And when you get 
home, don't forget that your 
test for a proper fit without 
anything between the sad- 
dle and the horse.

You Should Know About 
Carbon Monoxide 


How is carbon monoxide 
formed? 


Carbon monoxide results 
from incomplete combus- 
tion of fuel and is emitted 
directly from a vehicle's 
tailpipe. Incomplete com- 
bustion is most likely to 
occur at low air-to-fuel ra- 
ios in the engine. 

These conditions are 
most common during vehi- 
cle starting, when air sup- 
ply is restricted (‘choke’).
